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Rules Out Cutback 
On Viet Bombing

Secretary of Defense Clark M. 
Clifford said today the United 
States will not cut back the 
bombing 
of North Vietnam 
unUl the administration can 
work out some arrangement 
with the North Vietnamese 
which would protect American 
servicem en 
near 
enemy 
territory. 
Clifford said the bombing re­ 
striction authorized by Presi­ 
dent Johnson March 31 allowed 
for strikes against the enemy 
above the demilitarized zone so 
U.S. and allied forces in that 
area would not be jeopardized. 
“ I think that reason still 
holds,” the defense chief told a 
news conference. 


Clifford said he felt that with­ 
out some agreement with the 
North Vietnamese, the current 
bombing limitation is a “ reason­ 
able and logical approach.” 
At the same time. Clifford 
said the United States still 
awaits a “ clear signal” from 
Hanoi that the recent lull in 
fighting in South Vietnam Ls 
North Vietnam’s response to 
President Johnson’s bombing 
cutback. 
The United States has repeat­ 
edly called on North Vietnam to 
cut back its own warlike activi­ 
ty as a means of further de-es­ 
calating the war. 
Clifford said U.S. intelligence 
information indicates the lull in 
fighting is merely a prelude to a 


third North Vietnamese offen­ 
sive in South Vietnam, 
If it is not, Clifford said, all 
the North Vietnamese have to 
do LS “ get the word to us.” 
But he also cautioned: 
“ I am not sure that at this 
point we can dignify the present 
circumstances 
by 
suggesting 
that it constitutes a marked de­ 
parture from the enemy’s activ­ 
ities in the past.” 
Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey had indicated earlier 
there is argument within the ad­ 
ministration over the signifi­ 
cance of the lull, and the possi­ 
bility it may signal a North 
Vietnamese willingness to de-es­ 
calate.

'Copter 
Humphrey Says Johnson 
Knis 2r 
Running Convention 


COMPTON, Calif. (AP) - 
Twenty-one persons — many of 
them looking forward to a Dis­ 
neyland visit — were k ille d 
Wednesday in a helicopter crash 
similar to one that took 23 lives 
in this area last May. 
Among the passengers were a 
recently retired grandfather, his 
wife, 
and 
&-year-old 
grand­ 
daughter, the 14-year-old grand­ 
son of the airline's president 
and three Denver businessmen. 
The Los Angeles Airway heli­ 
copter broke apart and crashed 
in flames in an empty section of 
playground on a flight from Los 
Angeles International Airport of 
Disneyland. 
It was the second worst com­ 
mercial helicopter^ disaster in 
the United States. The worst, 
the crash of another twin-tur- 
bine 
Sikorsky 
S61L 
copter 
owned by the Los Angeles firm, 
occurred at nearby Paramount 
in May, killing 23. 
The company suspended all 
flights. Witnesses told Federal 
Aviation Administration investi­ 
gators they saw a tail rotor fly 
off. as preceded the May trage­ 
dy. 
FAA experts began gathering 
the strewn wreckage to see if a 
reason for the crash could be 
determined. Cause of the May 
22 disaster still remains a mys­ 
tery. 
Aboard the craft that crashed 
Wednesday were a crew of 
three men and 18 passengers. 
The dead included Christo­ 
pher Belinn, 14. grandson of 
Clarence Belinn, president of 
the helicopter line; John P. 
Meehan, 65, his wife, Helen, 63, 
and their granddaughter Anne, 
8, of San Rafael, Calif., and 
businessmen Kenneth J. Atwell. 
Wes Eldrenkamp, 39, and L. E. 
Baker, 44, all of Denver. Mee­ 
han retired two weeks ago as a 
San Francisco police captain. 
The crew was identified as 
Capt. Kenneth L. Waggoner, 33, 
of Costa Mesa, Calif., the pilot; 
Frederick Fracker of Redondo 
Beach, 
Calif., 
co-pilot; 
and 
James A. Black, Wilmington, 
Calif., flight attendant. 
Witnesses said they heard a 
“ thump, thump, thump” as the 
helicopter fell earthward. Oth­ 
ers described a loud “ popping 
noise” followed by a rapid

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NEW YORK (AP) - Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
today denied the White House 
was managing the affairs of the 
Democratic National Conven­ 
tion. He said President Johnson 
was

neutral—and 
that he’d like to see a little neu­ 
trality in favor of his candidacy. 
“ The President’s neutrality Is 
a neutrality, may I say, that at 
times is a little difficult even for 
me. After all, I do have to carry 
some of the burden of present­ 
ing the administration’s case 
and I ’d kind of like a little extra 
help.” Humphrey said. 
Asked if he would like the 
President to be a little more 
neutral in Humphrey’s favor, 
the vice president replied; 
“ That would be fine. I mean, 
ves. I mean you’ve asked an 


honest question and I give you 
an honest answer.” 
In a news conference after ap­ 
pearing on the NBC “ Today 
Show,” Humphrey was a.sked to 
comment on reports that John­ 
son 
was 
managing arrange­ 
ments for the convention, which 
convenes officially Aug. 
26. 
Humphrey replied: 
“ Well, if I had evidence to 
prove that was true. I wouldn’t 
counter it. After all, I would like 
to win. But, the truth is that Mr. 
Johnson is not managing this 
convention ”

treatment to all the candidates, 
with a slight edge for Sen. Eu­ 
gene J. McCarthy.

NEW YORK (AP) - “ And a 
little child shall lead them.” 
That phrase from Biblical 
prophecy—Isaiah 11:6—is the 
idea behind a trip planned today 
for a little girl in behalf of the 
starving children of embattled 
Biafra, in the eastern sector of 
Nigeria. 
Melanie Nix, 9, is going to see 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Dr. Michael Ramsey, in Lon­ 
don, and then to Rome, to try to 
see Pope Paul VI. to urge their 
help sponsors said. 
“ She’s going as a representa­ 
tive of all children, both the 
healthy and the dying,” said 
Paul Connett, chairman of the 
Committee 
to 
Keep 
Biafra 
Alive. “ We hope that she’ll be 
received and listened to.” 
He added that “ too many 
leaders have been quiet” about 
the mass starvation of Biafran 
children “ and we hope that the 
appeal of a child may be given 
some importance.” 
“ If we’ve come to the time 
when a child isn't considered 
important, 
then 
it’s 
a 
sad 
thing,” he said. 
The committee is a nonsecta­ 
rian organization seeking to 
gather relief supplies to be 
channeled through facilities of 
church and other voluntary 
agencies. 


It is urging obser\'ance this 
Sunday of an “ International 
Day of Sorrow and Hope” —Sor­ 
row for children who have died 
and hope for those still living. 
Churches were urged to hold 
special services and ring their 
bells on the hours. 
“ If the bells ring now with 
new hope, then they won’t have 
to toll later for death,” Connett 
said. A telegram was sent to 
President Johnson asking him 
to proclaim the day, and to or­ 
der flags kept at half staff. 
As part of the observance, the 
committee also appealed to 
Americans to keep a light burn­ 
ing in all apartments and homes 
throughout this Sunday night 
symbolizing the motto: “ Don’t 
let the lights go out for Biafran 
children.”

“ In this crucial year,” Hum­ 
phrey said in the letter, “ we 
have the opportuniU' to present 
to the American people a con­ 
vention that is open, democratic 
and meaningful.” 
Among other matters, Hum­ 
phrey urged that floor demon­ 
strations be abolished; that the 
full text of the party platform 
be made public at least 24 hours 
before it is debated and that 
nominating speeches be limited 
to ten minutes.

American pilots flew 105 
missions against supply lines in 
North Vietnam, more than tri­ 
ple the 31 missions flown Tues­ 
day by land-based planes That 
had been the lowest number in 
more than two years. 
America’s biggest bombers, 
the Air Force B52s, roared over 
North Vietnam today for the 
second time this week to attack 
troop concentrations, artilleiy 
and 
antiaircraft 
sites. 
Two 
flights of the eight-jet Stratofor- 
tresses, with at least three 
bombers in each wave, struck 
from just above the demilita­ 
rized zone to 5Vz miles inside 
North Vietnam. 
The B52s have concentrated 
recently on trying to blunt the 
expected third Viet Cong offen­ 
sive against Saigon and other 
South Vietnamese cities. 
In 
maneuvering connected 
with the peace talks in Paris, 
qualified sources said today the 
French government has firmly 
declined South Vietnamese feel­ 
ers for a resumption of full dip­ 
lomatic relations between Parts 
and Saigon. 


South Vietnam’s military jun­ 
ta reduced diplomatic relatioas 
with France in June 1965, say­ 
ing 
the French government 
showed a pro-Communist bias in 
the Vietnam war. President 
Charle^ de Gaulle has consist­

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Hamburger is an all-time 
meat favorite and is one of the 
food-budget 
stretchers, 
but 
what 
should 
you 
buy 
— 
hamburger, 
ground 
beef, 
ground chuck, ground round, or 
ground sirloin? Each label on a 
package of ground meat has a 
distinct and different meaning 
— know the right meat to buy 
for the dish you plan to serve. 
Nutritionally, all beef meat, 
regardless of cut, has the same 
amount of protein, vitamins and 
minerals. While the percentage 
of fat in the meat will have 
some 
effect 
on 
the 
total 
amount, 
the 
degree 
of 
difference will be relatively 
minor. With the exception of 
ground round or sirloin, ground 
beef is usually made from less 
tender and-or less popular cuts 
of beef. This does not mean that 
ground 
meat 
is 
any 
less 
wholesome 
or 
nutritious, 
because ground meat is so 
popular, food markets cannot 
get enough meat from a carcass 
of beef to fill the demand after 
they remove the steaks, roasts, 
etc. So, they supplement their 
supply 
by 
purchasing 
less 
tender 
or 
less 
popular 
wholesale cuts specifically for 
grinding into ground meat. 
Must ^ Inspected 
Federal inspection means if 
the meat is distributed across 
state lines, processing of the 
animal, the carcass, and the 
boning operation must have 
been done under the careful eye 
of federal meat inspectors to 
insure its wholesomeness. 
The 
label 
talks 
to 
you. 
Hamburger 
may 
contain 
additional beef fat over and 
above that attached to the meat 
being ground. It cannot contain 
extenders. Because of extra fat. 
this product may tend to shrink 
more than others. 
Ground beef is ground beef 
with usually only the fat that is 
normally attached to the meat 
being 
ground. 
This quality 
difference 
helps justify 
the 
higher price per pound over 
hamburger. Both hamburger 
and ground beef are made from 
chunks of less tender cuts of 
beef. While these can be used in 
hamburger, they are best when 
used in combination with other 
items such as meat loaves, 
casseroles, meat» sauces and 
foreign dishes. 
Ground chuck is meat from 
the shoulder or “chuck” of the 
animal. The chuck is more 
popular than the cut of meat 
used in regular ground beef, so 
it is usually higher priced. It is 
slightly leaner and shrinks less 
in cooking than regular ground 
beef. Because of this, it is 
especially good for use 
in 
patties. 
Ground round is just what its 
name implies — ground up 
round steak. Since it has a fat 
content, it may not be as 


desirable for patties. However, 
it may be used by many people 
for low-fat diets It is best used 
in a combination with other 
ingredients that add moisture to 
the meat such as in meat loaves, 
casseroles 
or 
meat 
sauces 
rather than broiled “ burgers.” 
Cost Is Higher 
Ground 
sirloin 
of course 
comes from the very popular 
sirloin 
.steak 
and 
likewise 
commands a high price. It has 
the rich fine flavor of steak, 
and, indeed, makes a king of a 
“ hamburger.” If you like to buy 
cuts with less fat for grinding 
such as the top or bottom round 
or sirloin have a little suet 
added. This will give a juicier 
product. 
When buying ground beef, 
look for that which has a bluish 
red color. This indicates that 
the meat has been freshly 
ground. 
Ground 
meat 
is 
more 
perishable than steaks or roasts 
because it has been ground and 
more of the meat “surface” is 
exposed. 
Purchase only the amount 
that can be used in two days 
unless you have a freezer. 
Remove the store wrappings 
and cover lightly with wax 
paper and store in the coldest 
part of the refrigerator. For 
freezer storage, freeze it in 
patties, placing freezer paper 
between patties for ease of 
separation. 
Freeze 
at 
zero 
degrees. Patties will keep 2 or 3 
months frozen. Do not season 
before freezing. Or you can 
borrow the “ pour and store” 
principle and freeze the patties 
without touching each other on 
a cookie sheet. Freeze rapidly. 
When 
frozen, 
package 
and 
remove for use as needed.

If this Ls so. then this land­ 
mark LS liable to be thoroughly 
trampled or lost m the weeds 
for a while. It still will be diffi­ 
cult to mea.sure mLsdeeds by it 
And it may even confu.se the 
confusing business of ju.st what 
is “ inside” information 
The decision, which involves 
the Texas Gulf Sulphur Co.. 
means that insiders, usually 
company officers, cannot trade 
stock in their corporation on the 
basis of their access to informa­ 
tion not yet disclosed to the pub­ 
lic. 
That much Is clear enough 
But the decision also involves as 
insiders, those outsiders who re­ 
ceive tips on the unpublished 
news That really hits home. It 
involves the mechanism of the 
market, whose gears revolve on 
tips, rumors, gossip, speculation 
and inside dope. 
How often, for example, do 
professionals obtain information 
on 
earnings, 
possible 
stock 
splits, merger plans, manage 
ment changes, discoveries, new 
products, contract awards and 
such’’ 
Judging by the frequency with 
which stocks rise on bullish ru­ 
mors and 
“ unconfirmed re­ 
ports," only to fall when the 
news is confirmed, indicates 
that the answer might be “ more 
than a few times” 
In fact, to learn such informa­ 
tion if possible is the business of 
today’s 
aggressive 
analysts. 
True, the stock exchanges are 
sometimes quick to prod firms 
into announcements after the 
rumors begin floating, but this 
really confirms that inside trad­ 
ers were indeed at work. 
The Texas Gulf case briefly Is 
this; 
In mid-November 1963 offi­ 
cials of the company began re­ 
ceiving reports from geologists 
at Timmins. Ont., indicating a 
mineral find might be develop­ 
ing. 
On April 12. 1964, company of­ 
ficers. prompted by rumors, dis­ 
closed that the company had 
prospects in the Timmins area 
but said early reports then cir­ 
culating might be premature 
and misleading. 
Four days later, however, the 
company announced a major 
discovery at the site, a disclo­ 
sure that naturally propelled up­ 
ward the price of Texas Gulf 
stock, making it. in fact, one of 
the glamor holdings of the year.

How to driv e a motor v ehicle safely isn’t 
as easy as it sounds during instruction 
courses in school or from parents or from 
older friends who hav e a license. 
Many y oungsters approaching six teen 
are restless until they can get behind a 
steering wheel. In their ov er eagerness 
they are apt to discount the emphasis 
placed on safe driv ing. While watching dad 
and mom, older brothers, sisters and 
friends, the manipulation of an automobile 
seems so easy . 
Gauging distances and speed appears 
elementary in relation to the ease of power 
steering and power brakes. 
Admitting, howev er, the possibility that 
all boy s and girls may be taught in school 
to driv e a car, the fact remains that this is 
no insurance they will not meet a crisis on 
the road sooner or later. To prev ent an 
accident 
they 
will 
require 
all 
the 
knowledgeable skill accumulated. 
• But there is another aspect to this driv er- 
learning and v ehicle owning business that 
needs more ex posure than it has been 
getting in the schools and at home. This 
includes 
how 
to 
budget 
either 
the 
operation, the ownership, or both, against 
other necessary family ex penditures. 
Sometimes it seems that persons can 
operate an automobile more safely than 
they can handle budgets and credit. 
Making this charge is S.C. Patterson, 
president of the National Foundation of 
Consumer Credit, which reports that an 
estimated $500 million ev aporated from 
the 
economy 
last 
y ear 
as 
19 2,000 
“ ov erex tended Americans’’ flocked to the 


bankruptcy courts at the rate of more than 
one a minute. 
Ex cept for a hard core of perhaps 10,000 
“ credit drunks,’’ who will nev er be able to 
handle their personal financial affairs, 
most of this 19 2,000 didn’t get into trouble 
deliberately and they want to get out of 
debt honestly , say s Patterson. 
The av erage “ Ov erex tended American’’ 
is not a disadv antaged ghetto resident. He 
is a reasonably well-off blue collar worker 
who makes $500 a month. He is married 
and has two or more children. His 
indebtedness is in the neighborhood of 
$3,000. Generally , he is a man who simply 
got in ov er his depth unwittingly , bit by 
bit, or was pushed ov er the edge by an 
emergency which could hav e been planned 
for but wasn’t. 
Patterson believ es that credit training 
at the high school lev el could hav e helped 
him av oid the pitfalls of ov erindebtedness. 
Acting on this belief, the foundation is 
prov iding tex ts for courses now being 
taught 
in 
some 
3,000 
high 
schools 
throughout the country and is designing 
new courses for junior high school, college 
and adult education lev els. 
Although 19 2,000 credit casualties may 
be more acceptable than 22,000 annual 
deaths on the highway s despite the safe 
driv ing 
programs 
con tin u ou sly 
emphasized, credit training may hav e 
unex pected far-reaching results. 
The 
discipline of safe and sane budgetary 
behav ior in the home might induce safe 
and sane conduct behind the wheel of the 
family automobile.

giv ing more details of the secret romance of the late 
President F'ranklin 1) Roosev elt. It's an aix ’ount of 
Washington society in the day s of the Wilson 
administration, when y oung FDR serv 'ed as assistant 
, Secretary of the Nav y under J onathan's father 
(N.C.i J osephus Daniels 
ThLs time J onathan, now editor of the Raleigh 
; (N.C. ) news and observ er, has done pam.stakmg 
• research to d(x *ument a romance which could hav e 
’ changed hLstory More important than the romance. 
; he has also told the story of Eleanor Roosev elt, who 
married her handsome cousin. FDR 
Daniels has dug up the dates of the gay y achting 
trips on the SS Sy lph when the dashing y oung 
Assistant Secretary of the Nav y took Lucv ’ Mercer 
for weekend house parties down the Potomac 
Eleanor Roosev elt was in Campobello. Washington 
summers, especially during 19 17 . the first y ear the 
U.S. was fighting in World War I, were both 
lonesome and romantic 
Lucy Mercer, then 25. daughter of an aristocratic 
Mary land family , had become Eleanor’s soc'ial 
secretary , a later a Nav y y eomanette. There are two 
v ersions as to why she and FDR nev er married. One 
v ersions is that Lucy , a Catholic, was unwilling to 
marry a div orced man The other v ersion is that 
Eleanor was firm in reminding her husband that he 
could nev er reach the White House as a div orced 
man 
My own knowledge of the romance came from 
Elsie Cobb Wilson, who later married Gen. Louis 
Little of the Marine Corps. 


— Calm Mrs. Roosev elt — 
Elsie, a close friend of the Roosev elts, told how 
the romance came to a crisis when Eleanor came 
back from a summer of 19 17 in Campobello. and 
driv ing through the Virginia country side, passed her 
husband and Lucy in a parked car. 
Mrs Roosev elt had an unemotional showdown 
with her husband, while FJ sie had a Uilk with Lucy 
Mercer, adv ising her to step out of Roosev elt s life 
altogether. 
It is not quite clear, either from J onathan Daniel’s 
book or from my conv ersations with Mrs. Little, 
whether it was Eleanor’s confrontation or Lucy 's 
decision to bow out that finally broke up the 
romance. 
Howev er, there are at least three subsequent 
chapters. 


Elsie Little alway s blamed the Lucy Mercer 
incident for the fact that Roosev elt would not 
i promote her husband to be commandant of the 
Marine Corps. Gen. 
Little, a 
brilliant officer, 
• reached the No. 2 rank in the Marine Corps, but 
! FDR nev er made him commander. According to 


Lo o k ing Ba ck wa rd 


Mrs. Little, he was irked ov er the part she had 
play ed in breaking up his romance. 
Another chapter occurred during the closing day s 
of World War II when Stev e Early , Roosev elt’s press 
secretary ', told me that late one night he receiv ed a 
phone call from an editor in northern New J ersey 
telling him that the president’s special train was on 
a siding near Allamuchy and he. the editor, wanted 
permission to publish the story . 
In those war day s, the whereabouts of the 
president was a military secret and could not be 
published 
without 
permission. 
Stev e 
withheld 
perriiLssion He said that he learned later that FDR, 
trav eling north to New York, had ordered his train 
stopped near the home of Lucy Mercer, who had 
become Mrs. Winthrop Rutherford. 
— FDR’s Death - 
The final chapter in FD R ’s secret romance is told 
poignantly by Daniels in describing the death of the 
President in April 19 45. Mrs. Rutherford had gone 
to Warm Springs, taking along portrait painter 
Elizabeth Shoumatoff. He suffered a stroke while 
posing. 
Mrs. 
Rutherford was spirited out of Warm 
Springs, and Bill Hassett. the president’s secretary , 
deliberately omitted her name from the list of those 
who were with FDR when he was stricken. But Mrs 
Roosev elt knew. 
Daniels tells the story *; “ But Early blurted to him 
(HassettI: T h ere’s hell to pay . Bill. Mrs. Roosev elt 
knows that Lucy Rutherford was here.’ 
“ Ev en in the midst of the solemn obsequities 
there was on her heart a secret something she had 
to face," Daniels continues. “ She made direct 
inquiries Had Ludy Mercer come to the White 
House in the times she had been away 'i’ The truth 
could not be denied. Eleanor’s resentment could not 
be dissembled. She announced that she was getting 
out of the White House immediately . ” 
She packed in rec-ord time. 
Daniels goes on to tell of Mrs. Rutherford’s own 
death, J uly 31. 19 48 “ The world little noticed." he 
reported. “ The New York Times obituary gav e 
much of its attention to her dead husband ” 
Mrs. Roosev elt outliv ed Lucy by many y ears, and 
Daniels concludes his book by telling of Mrs. R's 
busy life, especially her life on J uly 31. the day of 
Lucy ’s death. She had taken a trip to Wilies-Barre. 
F^a.. where she dedicated a monument to her 
husband. 
“ The afternoon was growing late. The road she 
followed along the New J ersey -Pennsy lv ania line 
ran, as the twilight came on that afternoon, a little 
north of Allamuchy . 
“ There the word had com e to prepare Lucy ’s 
place 
in 
the 
Rutherford 
family 
cemetery 
at 
Tranquility ' under the little mountains and not far 
from the pond where occasionally a blue heron 
stood as at v al-kill. The big. old Rutherford house 
loomed, solid and heav y in the dark. It had giv en 
Lucy shelter. She had giv en it grace, affection, a 
warm heart and a blithe spirit. She was welcome to 
its earth. Her story was ov er as Mrs. Roosev elt on 
her lengthening journey s rode by . hurry ing home — 
and to the world.”

E ach is an x ious, in his 
own w ay , to bring .Am erican p olicies in line w ith the re alitie s 
of the ex istin g situation. 
Like H um phrey . N ix on has d iscarded his rigid haw kish 
position on V ietnam and has b ecom e at least a reluctant dov e. 
The GOI’ platform , w hich w as tailored to help N ix on ’s 
can d id acy , no longer calls for a clear-cut m ilitary v ictory in 
the 
Southeast A sian 
conflict. 
Instead 
of

E ugene M cC arthy w ho has been urging the J ohnson adm.ini- 
stration to include the Viet Cong C om m u nists in a coalition 
gov ernm ent with or without the consent of Saigon and w ith ­ 
out any prior conditions or agreem en ts. 
Both N ix on and H um phrey urge the South V ietn am ese 
people to take m ore of the resp onsibility in the con d uct of the 
w ar. H ow ev er, they equally reject w hat G en. E isen h ow er 
called a “ cam ou flaged su rren der” of the leg itim ate A m erican 
or A llied interests. 
Both refer v agu ely to a “ p eace with 
honor.” 
To be sure, the D em ocratic can d idate, like his p arty , w ould 
be m ore generous w ith foreign aid than his R ep ub lican riv al. 
If N ix on adheres to the letter of the GOP platform , “ N ations 
hostile to this country w ill re ceiv e no assistan c e from the 
United S tate s.” H um phrey b elie v es that foreign aid could 
serv e as a useful instrum ent of A m erican foreign policy ev en 
if ex tended to h ostile nations under proper conditions. 
But this, after all, is a m inor d ifferen ce w hich w ill h av e to 
be ev alu ated and re-ex am ined in accord an ce w ith ch an ging 
international ev ents. 
On v ital q uestions like N.ATO or U .S. relation s w ith R u ssia 
and Red China there is indeed little d ifferen ce b etw een the 
v iew s of H um phrey and N ix on. 
The tw o can d id ates hav e m ade it clear that they continue 
to regard W est E urope and NATO as the key to A m erican 
security . W hoev er is elected president w ill seek to reorgan ize 
and stiAuigthen N.ATO and use his i n f l u e n c e for greater 
European unity , including the ad m ission of B ritain into the 
Com m on M arket. 
.Neither H um phrey nor N ix on b elie v es that the C om m unists, 
w hether pro-R ussian or pro-C hinese, h av e abandoned their 
M arx ist-L eninist dream of “ rev olu tionary w ars of lib eration .” 
But they agree that liu s s ia’s quarrel w ith R ed C hina and 
the w av e of reform in C zechoslov akia and elsew h ere in E ast 
Europe has con sid erably w eak en ed w hat w as once feared 
as an uny ielding and indestructible “ C om m unist m on olith .” 
This, in the v iew of H um phrey and N ix on, has opened up 
p ossib ilities for a fresh approach to R u ssia, China and E ast 
Europe and a new in itiativ e in U .S. foreign p olicy .

Most Helpful Procedure

Q — What causes angina pectoris? How can one 
av oid 
it? 
How 
do 
Peritrate, 
Cardilate 
and 
propy lthiouracil help it? Is digitalis poisonous to the 


heart? 
A — Angina pectoris is caused by a spasm or 
narrowing of one of the coronary arteries in the 
heart muscle. To prev ent it y ou should av oid 
cigarettes, keep y our weight below the upper 
normal limit for y our height, hav e y our doctor check 
y our blood pressure and treat it if it is high, and get 
regular ex ercise ev ery day rather than sav ing it up 
for the weekend or y our v acation. 
Peritrate and Cardilate are long-acting nitrates 
giv en 
to 
dilate 
y our 
coronary 
arteries. 
FYopy lthiouracil is giv en to counteract ex cessiv e 
thy roid secretion. Any beneficial effect it would 
hav e on angina would be indirect. 
Digitalis is giv en to produce slower, more forceful 
heart beats. If the dose is not carefully regulated, 
digitalis poisoning ushered in by v omiting will 


occur. 
Q — I am 63 and hav e been adv ised by one doctor 
to take digox in. Another adv ised digitalis. I took the 
latter for two weeks but stopped because it slowed 
my heart too much. Please ex plain the difference 
between these two drugs. 
A — Digox in is a purified deriv ativ e of digitalis 
leav es. It is preferred to digitalis because it is 
effectiv e in much smaller doses. Both drugs must be 
taken under medical superv ision. 
Q — What is arteriosclerotic heart disease with 
hy pertension? Is it serious? 
‘ a — This is hardening of the coronary arteries 
with high blood pressure. It is serious because 
without skillful treatment a coronary heart attack is 
certain to occur. 
Q — What is cor pulmonale with congestiv e heart 
failure? What can be done for it? 
A — Persons with an enlargement of the right 
v entricle of the heart (cor pulmonale) usually hav e 
congestiv e heart failure (a damming back of the 
blood 
and 
waterlogging 
of 
the 
lungs). 
The 
treatment, which must be based on the indiv idual 
needs of the v ictim, may include drugs to dilate the 
bronchial tubes, steam inhalations, digitalis and 
diuretics (water pills). 
Q — I am a girl, 15.1 alway s hav e cold hands ev en 
in warm weather. What causes this? 
A — Poor circulation due to nerv ous tension is the 
usual cause.

Congestion 
At Airports 
Is Improved 


NEWYOR* (AP)-Airport 
officials around the country gen­ 
erally report flight delays have 
be^n eased with the notable ex­ 
ception of some Chicago and 
New York flights to and from 
their cities 
The congestion which had 
been especially heavy at Kenne­ 
dy Airport began to clear this 
week due to a combination of 
excellent weather, some flight ^ 
rescheduling and an apparently 
let-up of a flight controllers’ 
campaign 
“ The situation has become a 
lot better than a couple of weeks 
ago,” one airline dispatcher at 
Kennedy said, and most offi­ 
cials contacted in a nationwide 
A s s o c i a t e d 
Press survey 
agreed. 
Few reported any locally 
caused flight delays but some 
said arrivals from New York 
and Chicago were up to several 
hours late at times and depar­ 
tures for the same points were 
sometimes held up awaiting 
route clearances. 
Skies over Kennedy Airport 
began to get crowded in early 
July after an air traffic control­ 
lers’ 
organization announced 
that it was going to “ follow the 
book’’ and strictly enforce Fed­ 
eral 
Aviation Administration 
safety rules. 
Declaring that its men were 
overworked but that it intended 
“ to protect the public against 
unnecessary air hazards, ” the 
Professional Air Traffic Control­ 
lers Organization said it would 
carefully observe regulations 
that set minimum separation 
time between planes. 


In the past, the rules had been 
bent from time to time during 
heavy congestion. 
The safety campaign was na­ 
tionwide, but its greatest impact 
was felt at Kennedy, where 
congestion delayed some flights 
as long as six hours. 
Other airports began to feel 
the effects of the congestion at 
Kennedy as planes circled in the 
skies waiting to enter New 
York’s traffic pattern. 


This week, the situation began 
to improve. “ Things are nor­ 
mal,” an FAA spokesman at 
Kennedy said. 
“ Flights 
are 
moving 
anywhere 
from 
on 
schedule to 30 minutes late. ’ 
The spokesman said the traf­ 
fic controllers apparently were 
easing their safety campaign, 
but he said the campaign “ was 
still a factor in the air traffic 
picture.”
